All 
we ask Is, that tbey will not be afraid of the 
discussion; that they will not invoke other 
means tbm free disenstior; that they will 
abide the result of an open canvass and a free 
election ucder the Constitution of Kentucky. 
It is for tbe people of Kentucky to eay what 
disposition they will make of the colored 
population in this State; what their ttatut 
shall bf ; and it is not the buniness of anybody 
else. Both the people of this State and their 
representatives have stood firmly by the Con- 
stitution and laws. They have performed 
every duty. Whit they will do abont slivery, 
It Is theirs to decide. We hear a f-reat deal 
about tbe voice of the country; bat in the re- 
served right*, of tbe States the country has no 
right to a voice, and it is sheer Impertinence 
to tell ns that we must succumb to King Ma- 
jority In other S'ates, and set np their con- 
science, which is only another name for tbeir 
party ambition, as a stsndard we are to be 
governed by. 

We had as well be rule* by one King as 
another, by a single monarch as by the many, 
if discre ionacd not Constitutions and hws 
to be tnd i^uide.

— EARLY AND MUD TITE OPPOSING FORCES, 

[From tbe Richmond Examiner, March 2.) 
The latest Northern pipers, gratuitously as- 
suming that Lee must retreat from before 
Richmond, and that his ma ch must be by 
ay of Lynchburg, and In the direction of 
Kentucky or Etst Tennessee, announce wi h 
corjfi lence that measures have been taken for 
tbe destruction of the Virginia and Tennessee 
railway. As tbey have tut a small available 
force beyond tbe western terminus of that 
work, and ss the common roads In that quarter 
ot the world are impracticable at tbe present 
lime from the unprecedented frosts, rains and 
thaws of this winter, it is reasonable to assume 
that the intended movement upon the railroad 
m st be from the east; from Wlicijester to 
Sunnton this force would have the advantage 
of an excellent mscidamized turnpike road. 
General Etrly is, however, encamped some- 
where on its line of march In each force as 
might effectually check the expedition If 
its numbers should be so great, bow- 
ever, as to force Early back, then an- 
other obstacle will meet it immediately 
after panLg Staunton, for there the reck 
road term'naies and mud rosds begin, and it 
is quite probable that pontoon bridges would 
be needed for other uses than the passage of 
rivers and mountain torrents. The peculiarity 
of roads in mountainous regions Is, that they 
traverse the valleys and lowest depressions of 
country, and cannot, of course, bang upon the 
ridges. During the winter and wet seasons 
tbere is a continuous oose of water from the 
foot ot bills and mountains, which keeps the 
roads always deep with mud and mire Tnls 
Is tbe state of things upon which ihe enemy 
would embark, on passing Stauntoa. And as 
the distance Irom there to Buchanan, where 
another macidamia-d road begins, is sixty 
miles, it is a problem for calculation how lotg 
it would require for a large cavalry force, 
dragging artillery and pontoon bridges along 
wiinit, to accomplish a mirch of six y miles, 
over reads deep with mire, at a season of the 
year wh'tn they are at tneir very worst. A fur 
tber element of the proposition would be how 
long the journey would occupy, With 
•naoay in front, who, if failing to check the 
advance, wonld at least delay it, and, by pass- 
ing over the road in advance, put It in the 
very worst possible condition for the fores 
preasicg on behind. From Buchanan the rail 
road might be reached over baa roads in a 
day's match, or the enemy might pursue the 
macadamiaed road to Salem, distant some 
thirty uiiiet ; but it is plain that the period 
necessary to accomplish the march would be 
sufficient to afford lime to intercept and 
thwart the whole project. If, however, the 
enemy should not strike for Buchanan on 
leaving Suuateb, bat make directly tor 
LjLchcurg, distant about seventy miles, he 
would a till be eo much delayed by the condi 
Hon ot the roids that an ample force could be 
Interposed tor the protec ion of that cit>. The

ATTEMrT TO FIKB THE STATE TOBACCO W\BK- 
HOP3E IN RICHMOND.

Between nine and ten o'clock on Monday 
night an alarm of fire arose from the discovery 
of fire in the 8t»»e Tobacco Warehouse, corner 
of Seventh and Byrd streets, where Is stored a 
large amount of leaf tobacco belonging to the 
State and Confederate Government and on 
private account.

^one, snd the fire was suppressed before the 
fire department got upon the ground.

From tbe contracted space In 
which the fire was kindled, the flame s appear 
to have burned slowly snd were easily sap- 
pressed. It rs also said that the great bulk of 
tbe tobacco stored In tbe warehouse is owned 
on private account and fully irsrired. These 
circumstances, t*ken in connection, have ex- 
cited the belief that the design was to destroy 
the tobacco and thus secure the insurance.

L The Cmqrm qf fA* Cmfrisralt State* of 
America do enact, That la order to provide ad- 
ditional torcea to repel Division, maintain the 
rightful possession of the Confederate Stale*, 
secure their Independence and preserve their 
institutions, the P-esident be, and he is hereby, 
authorized to ask for and accept from the 
owners of slaves the services of such number 
of able-bodied negro men as be may deem ex- 
pedient fer and during the war, to pertorm 
military eervlce in whatever capacity he may 
dlrcc*. 

2. Thst the General-in-Chief be anthortzed 
to organize, tae said slavee Into companies, 
battlions, regiments and brigades, under snch 
rules and regulations as the Secretary of Wsr 
may prescribe, aad to be commanded by Bach 
officers as the President may appoint. 

3. That while employed in the aervlee the

A messege was received from tbe Mayor

Louisville and Portland Railroad and tbe city 
for the extension of their road as far as Wen- 
z -1 street. The contract is somewhat similar 
to the contract now existing between the 
Louisville City Railway Compuiy and the 
city. It Is proposed to run tbe road doable 
track from tbe corner of Thirteenth and Main 
out Thirteenth to Market, and thence along 
Market street to Wenze'. The Mayor, in 
bis message, recommended the patsige of 
an ordinance allowing the privilege asked. 
In tbe Board of Aldermen the giant was 
si owed by a vote of five to two. In tbe 
lower Board it was amended so as to read 
" provided that said company shall have its 
proptrty taxed In the same manner and to tbe 
same extent as the Louisville City Railway 
Company." In this Board the entire matter 
was referred to a special committee, consisting 
of Messrs. Smith, Armstrot g, Spaulding, Or- 
rill and Robinson. 

At tbi last meeting of the Council an ordi- 
nance passed tbe lower Bosrd abolishing the 
ofiicts of tax collectors and creating in their 
piece the office of Tax Receiver. In the upper 
Board this ordlnar.ee was defeated last night 
by a tie vote. 

The Council will meet again to night, when 
an ordinance will be introduced increasing the 
police force and uniforming tbe same. The 
Council will also, no doubt, appoint a day lor 
the election of police.
